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INTRODUCTION. 



Phaedrus was a native of Pieria, a district of 
Macedonia on the north-west shores of the Aegaean 
Sea (the Archipelago). He was brought as a slave 
to Rome in his youth, and was freed by Augustus, 
the first Roman emperor, about the beginning of the 
Christian era. There are in his fables (of which he 
wrote nearly 100) some probable, other possible, 
allusions to persecutions at the hand of Sejanus (the 
powerful favourite of the emperor Tiberius, the 
successor of Augustus), who may well have looked 
upon many of these fables as pointed against him.* 
But we find from an allusion that he lived on into 
the reign of Claudius (emperor A.D. 41-54). 

The style of Phaedrus, foreigner as he was, is 
neat, concise, and usually clear. The iambic line 
he makes an apt means of expression. Most of his 
variations from Latin prose idiom, which are pointed 
out in the notes, are to be found in other poets, t

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But, on the other hand, his style often lacks life, 
and the moralist is often too obtrusive.* He pro- 
fesses to be a follower of the Greek Aesop (a 
contemporary of the Athenian Solon, and of the 
Lydian Croesus, about B.C. 570), but only about 
one-third of his fables are derived from the Greek, 
these being better than the rest He is indeed, as 
Lessing and others have pointed out, inferior both 
to Aesop and to the French poet La Fontaine, one 
of whose fables, No. vii. in the present edition, is 
quoted in full

HINTS FOE TRANSLATING LATIN. 

1. Do not begin by taking the first word you may happen 
to see, but at once find the chief verb of the sentence, and 
especially note its number and person. 

This verb will be : 

(a) Usually in the indicative mood ; 

(6) Not in a relative clause, i.e., a clause introduced 
by qui, quae, quod; 

(c) Nob in an adverbial clause, i.e., a clause intro- 
duced by such conjunctions as ut, 'that'; si, 
'if'; cum, 'when,' 'since,' 'although.' 

2. Next find this verb's subject, which will usually be a 
substantive, adjective, or pronoun in the nominative case, 
and of the same number and person as its verb. 

(a) The subject may be also (1) an infinitive mood, (2) 
a clause, as quod tu scribis me tristem faciU 
what you write makes me sad, or (3) contained 
in the verb ending, as dixit, 'said he.'

(6) When the subject is made up of two or more 
substantives denoting different persons or things, 
but regarded as in connection with each other, 
the verb is put in the plural. 

N.B. — In connecting a verb with its subject you may 
usually pass over two commas, not over one. 

3. If the verb is transitive look for the direct object, 
usually a word in the accusative. 

4. If the verb is intransitive look for indirect object, 
usually a word in the dative. Also see if the verb is 
qualified by 

(a) An adverb ; 

(6) An adverbial clause ; 

(c) An ablative ; 

(d) A preposition with its case. 

5. Return to the subject and see in like manner if it is 
qualified by 

(a) An adjective (or participle) agreeing with it in 

gender, number, and case; 

(b) An adjectival (».<•., relative) clause; 

(c) A noun in apposition, which will be in the same 

CASE. 

(d) A genitive case. 

[The object may also be qualified in any of these ways.]

It is hardly natural to make the lamb and the wolf come to 
drink at the same stream. The Greek is better: 'A wolf 
having spied a lamb drinking from a certain stream. ' The 
wolf is proverbially the lamb s foe: see (for instance) Horace 
Epod. 4, lupis et agnis quanta sortito obtigit \ tecum mihi dis- 
cordia est; Isaiah xi. 6, * the wolf also shall lie down with the 
lamb.* This fable, especially the second part, exemplifies 
well the brevity, which is one of the best points in Phaedrus' 
style.

superior, 'higher up,' nearer the source; so inferior, 'lower 
down the stream.' We, in English, often express by an ad- 
verb what the Latin expresses by means of an adjective, so 
invitus fecit, ' he unwillingly did so. ' 

fauce improba. Improbus is often used by Latin poets to 
describe anything which exceeds the due bounds of modera- 
tion or respect for the feelings of others, and must be tran- 
slated in various ways according to the context. So Vergil 
talks of improbus anser, ' the unconscionable goose ' ; improbus 
labor, ' excessive (or ' unscrupulous ') toil ' ; improbus mons, 
' the huge mass ' : Horace of improbus Hadria, ' the stormy 
Adriatic' So here it means 'cruel,' 'remorseless,' 'greedy.' 

The plural fauces is far more common than the singular, 
which is found only in the ablative singular, and this only in 
poets. 

intulit implies that the quarrel was sought by the wolf. 
So inferre sermonem means 'to hoist a subject into conver- 
sation.' 
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5, 6. Construe Cur fecisti istam (aquam) turbulentam rnihi 
bibenti. 

6. laniger. Phaedrus is fond of these more or less pictur- 
esque words, which, at the same time, prevent the monoton- 
ous repetition of the same name. So he uses auritulus, ' the 
ass ' ; sonipes, ' the horse ' ; barbattis, ' the goat. * Ovid in the 
same way uses laniger = ' a ram, ' and Vergil speaks of lanigerae 
pecudes.

timens, 'in dread/ This use of the present participle is a 
mannerism with Phaedrus. See ii. 6, and 9; iii. 2, and 4; 
vi. 5, 7, and 12; ix. 4, and 10, etc. 

8. liquor, not merely poetically =aqua, but here especially 
appropriate as denoting * clear water ' ; cf . liquet, liqutdus. 

9. repulsus, 'defeated,' probably a metaphor from Roman 
political life. A man who put up for a public office and failed 
to be elected was said to be repulsus, and his ' defeat ' (repulsa) 
was considered a great disgrace; cf. Hor. Od. hi. ii. 17, virtus 
repulsae nescia sordidae \ intaminatis fulget honoribus; also 
Epist. L i. 42 f., maxima credis \ esse mala exiguum cemum 
turpemque repulsam.

The Latin 
idiom often subordinates clauses, one to another, which we 
co-ordinate, that is, regard as of equal importance and join 
by such conjunctions as 'and,' 'but,' and the like. The 
usual Latin for ' he burned the bridge and left it ' is not incen- 
dit pontem et reliquit, but pontem incensum reliquit. The simple 
style of Phaedrus, however, sometimes prefers to co-ordinate, 
so ii. 5f. sustulit\seque exornavit. 

Injusta nece, ( and that by an unjust death/ a comment of 
Phaedrus. nece is nearly always used of a violent death.

'The conceited daw,' La Fontaine IV. 9, ' Le Geai pare* des 
plumes du Paon.' He applies the fable: 

' II est assez de geais a deux pieds comme lui, 
Qui se parent souvent des depouilles d'autrai, 
Et que Ton nomme plagiaires.' 

The first three verses and the last four, in our fable, act each 
as morals, so that one of the two could well be spared. In 
the Greek of Aesop, the culprit is supposed to dress up in 
white feathers, pretending to be a dove and betraying himself 
by his voice.

19, transfers the 
fable to the crow, moveat cornicula visum \furtivis nudata 
coloribus.

notam eustinSre was said of those who were openly branded 
by the censor and degraded. 

12. On the omission of a verb of saying see i. 6 n. 

13. nostris sedlbus, 'our society,' another way of putting 
habitu. 

14. 'And had been willing to put up with the gifts of 
nature. ' 

15. mam, 'the former' (viz., from the peacocks); hanc, 
'this present defeat' (from the daws). 
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16. tna calamity, 'thou unhappy one'; abstract for 
concrete, the quality standing for the person to whom it 
belongs; a favourite (and not very elegant) usage of Phaedrus: 
cf. iii. 5, aviditas; iv. 11, improbitas; vii. 12, corvi stupor; 
xxiii. 12, magnitudo principum. 

It has been guessed that Phaedrus is referring to the 
rapid rise to wealth and power, and the equally sudden fall 
and death of Sejanus, long the chief minister of the emperor 
Tiberius.

me sequetur, ' will fall to me,' a law term. Hoc Monu- 
mentum Haeredem Kon Sei/ultur is a formula found upon 
tombs. 
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10. malo affldetur, 'sorry will be his fate,' officio with 
instrumental ablative is usually to be rendered by a para- 
phrase. Cf . La Fontaine—

Of course the lion's three reasons may be resolved into the 
one, 'Might makes right, 1 or 'La raison du plus fori est 
toujours la meilleure.'
